Additional statistics included in 
annual report from the San 
Antonio Cemmunity hospital re- 
vealed that 24,320 patients were 
at the institution during 
1945. This is an increase of 2,685 | 
over tne 1944 figure and an in- | 
crease of 5,848 over 19438.

$14.90 as compared with $12.79,
